PRODUCTION INCREASE 


Balanced 
rations 
for 
milk 


cows on the Cunningham farm, 
near Emhouse, has caused more 
than doubled production of but- 
ter during the last few months, 
with no 
aUdltlonal expenditure 
for feed, according- to E. Y. Cun- 
ningham, county auditor, one of 
the1 owners of the farm. 


Six Jordan were being milked 
about three months ngo and were 
producing 23 pounds of 
butter 
per week. 
The same six cowa 
are still being milked and with 
the balanced rations are produc- 
ing S3 pounds of butter per week. 


Cunningham pointed out 
that 
the balanced ration program was 
inaugurated 
after a 
Bu^eaUon 


from the extension service, Tex- 
as A. and M. College, as an ex- 
priment. 


Instead 
of dumping the 
feed 


out to the cows, the county audi- 
tor reports, the feed is measured 
in proportions with bran added. 
Each of tho cows are handled 
differently. 
Some 
did 
not 
in- 


oreape production much, 
while 
others did decidedly. The ones 
with 
the 
increased 
production 
had feed added with the attend- 
ant increase. With the balancing 
of (he feed, enough was saved of 
the feed produced on the farm 
to balance the cost of the bran. 


One 
Plenty of Water. 
important 
feature, 
Mr, 
Cunningham 
pointed 
out, was 
the placing of ample water in the 
pen whore the bovines are kept 
«t night, 
H« states that the 
cows need plenty of water day 
ind night. 


Some of the increase in produc- 
tion 
is attributed by Cunning- 


ham to tho grazing of the herd 
on green oats in recent weoko, 
but stated that a decided in- 
crease was noticeable within a 
few days after adopting the bal- 
anced 
rations for 
the 
animals 


before they were allowed on the 
green pasture. 


Cunningham is elated over the 
•ucccss of the new procedure at 
the Cunningham farm and 
be- 
lieves 
such 
a 
program 
will 


prove valuable to any farm pro- 
gram including dairy cattle as a 
sideline, adding to tho income 
without any nppreeiabel Jnoroatiu 
In maintenance costs.

PREVENT EROSION 


FARM ROADS CAN GENERAL 


LY BE MADE TO FIT INTO 


TERRACING PROGRAM 


Tho importance of properly lo- 


cated farm roads is being realiz- 
ed by farmers of tills section as 
evidenced by tho steps being ta- 
ken to locate the roads on the 
contour where it is at all practi- 
cal and 
economical, local 
CCU 


camj) soil conservation 
officials 
report. 
Oftentimes a wide tor- 
race will serve a two-fold pur- 
pose—fit into the 
field 
terrace 
system and 
provide an 
ample 


roadbed for travel to tho oppo- 
side side of the farm or farm- 
stead. 
This Is well demonstrat- 
ed on the \V. C. Pearce farm 
south of Richland, it was stated. 
Last fall, 
after 
seeing 
erosion 


problems bolng created by his 
old road running up and down 
the slope, Mr. Pearce constructed 
a road terrace approximately 3U 
feet wide on tho contour and has 
eliminated his 
erosion 
problem. 
Mr. Pearce reports that now ho 
can reach all parts of his farm 
much better; have a clear view 
of his farm and with loss road 
maintenance and expense. 
Farm roads improperly locatcn 


often cause severe erosion prob- 
lems. 
Where the road runs up 
and down the hill instead of on 
the contour the water flows of£ 
faster and 
consequently carries 
the soil along leaving gullies bo- 
hind. 
Oftentimes* water 
flows 
over the road out of the 'grado 
ditch onto cultivated crops near- 
by, totally destroying tho crops. 
If possible, farm roads should bo 
located so that they will not in- 
terfere with terrace outlets, chan- 
nels, strips, terraces and other 
erosion control measures, In many 
case where the road cannot be 
located on the contour, it is dfl- 
sirable to locate tho road along- ( 
side tho fence opposite tho out- 
let end of terraces, and small 
bridges or culverts are necessary 
to properly locate and maintain 
the road In pasture traversed by 
small streams. 


In planning a farm it is high- 


ly Important to give much ' con- 
sideration to location and con- 
struction of farm rads just as it 
Is necessary to plan the terrace 
system.

forestalled Britain in Norway by 
"Jons' planning: and carefully elab- 
orated 
treachery." 


He disclosed that allied forces 


had been gathered originally to 
help'Finland but these ' Were dis- 
persed when Norway and Sweden 
refused to allow transit of the 
troops. 


About a month ago, however, he 
said, It was decided to keep ready 
"certain small forces" to occupy 
western ports of Norway at short 
notice in case of invasion by Ger- 
many of the northern Kingdom, 
"I can only make an interim 
statement today," the prime min- 
ister told the house In opening, 
adding that It "Is Impossible to 
make publio as yet plans and 


movementi -which are not com- 
plete." 


Chamberlain said he hoped "the 
first lord of the admiralty (Win- 
ston Churchill) and I may be able 
to say a good deal more early 
next week." 
"I know how many must have 


been longing for news even of the 
most meager description," he went 
on. "But members have realized 
the difficulty of making any such 
statement 
without disclosing in- 


formation of value to the enemy." 
Elaborated German Treachery 
"How was it Germany was able 
to forestall us?" Chamberlain ask- 
ed. "By long planning and care- 
fully elaborated treachery against 
an unsuspecting and almost un- 
armed people." 


The prime 
minister disclosed 
that when Britain made ready for 
dispatch of an allied force to Fin- 
land's aid, she took into account 
the possibility that Germany mieht 
attack Norway's "western ports." 


The 
prime 
minister 
declared 
Britain "had been aware for many 
months that the Germans were 
accumulating 
transports 
a n d 


troops In Baltic ports and that 
these troops were constantly be- 
ing practiced in embarkation and 
disembarkation." 


"It was evident some act of ag- 
gression was In

the prime minister said. "But these 
forces were equally available for 
attack upon Finland, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Holland or this country and 
It was impossible to tell before- 
hand where the blow would fall," 
he added. 


"If we had known that Denmark 
and Norway were to be the victims 
we could not have prevented what 
happened without the co-operation 
of those countries." 
Curious Chance 


Referring to British mine-laying 


In Norwegian waters. Chamber- 
Iain said "It was a curious chance 
that this date of April 8 decided 
upon by the government should 
have coincided almost exactly with 
that chosen by Germany for the 
Invasion of Norway." 


Chamberlain related how, after 


'we got information on Sunday. 
April 7, that a large Gorman naval 
force was moving towards and 
along the west const of Norway," 
the main battle fleet and second 
cruiser 
squadron 
sailed 
from 
Scapa Flow and Rosyth "In the 
hope of engaging the enemy." 


He continued: 
"Our objectives in deciding on 
further action were: 


"1. To give all support and as- 
sistance In our power to the Nor- I 
wegians; 


"2. To resist or delay the Ger- 


man advance from the south; 


"3. To facilitate the rescuu and 
protection of Norwegian King and 
government." 


Amid rousing cheers, he explain- 


ed that It was obvious these ob- 
jectives could be most speedily 
attained if it were possible to cap- 
ture Tromlheim and, in spite of 
the hazardous nature of the oper- 
ation, "we resolved to make the 
effort."

Chamberlain asserted It was pos- 
sible for the Germans, "with their 
usual disregard of life, even of

"I have no doubt the Germans 
expected a walk-over" In Norway 
as in Denmark, Chamberlain said, 
and declared this expectation was 
"frustrated by the courage of the 
Norwegian people and by the ef- 
forts of the allies."

hatreds." 
Dr. Harold aul Sloan, editor of 


the New York edition of the Chris- 
tian Advocate, sought to strike 
from the resolution that portion 
asking for the recall of Taylor on 
the ground "it Is nothing new for 
the United States to have a repre- 
sentative at the Vatican." 
Dr. Edmund Heinsohn, pastor of 


the University Methodist church in 
Austin, Texas, answered: 
"Yes, we have had ambassadors 
to the Papal states, but never be- 
fore have we had a representative 
to the Papacy as a church. Mr. Tay- 
lor was appointed by President 
Roosevelt without the consent of 
the United States senate. Of course, 
the president says Mr. Taylor Is 
his personal representative, but we 
note he Is Instructed to report not 
to the president personally but to 
the United States government, and 
the Vatican lists Mr. Taylor as the 
ambassador from the United States. 
We note, too, that Vatican lawyers 
•ay Mr. Taylor has a right to re- 
main as ambassador after Presi- 
dent Roosevelt leaves office."

Exercise your eyes 
more—roll them1, blink them; look 
up—then down: sidewlse from left 
to right; and diagonally from left 
upper corner to right lower corner

left lower corner. Then, It would 
be well to lubricate the lids with 
some preparation such as a one- 
percent solution of mercuric oxide 
with which your druggist will sup- 
ply you; or you can try a little 
anhydrous lanolin gently rubbed 
on the lids.

acid—it is only trying to neutralize 
your over-acid system,

But If you persist in using 
the fruit—never with sugar, of 
course. In most every case It will 
come to agree perfectly.

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THREE PERSONS WER 
KILLED IN RICHLAND 


LATE TUESDAY 


TORNADO DIPPED BRIEFLY 


TO DESTROY DWELLING 


AND BARNS 


Three persons were kill- 


ed, two instantly, when a 
tornado dipped down brief- 
ly about 5:30 Tuesday aft- 
ernoon 
in the 
northwest 


edge of Richland, destroy- 
ing one dwelling, several 
barns and outhouses, and 
dolnff other minor damage. 
Those instantly killed were J. E. 


McNeesc, 74, and his son. Cecil, 
42; Mrs. J. E, McNccse, 50, was 
brought to the P. and S. Hospital 
In critical condition 
and 
died 
shortly before 2 a. m. Wednesday. 
No other injuries were reported. 


The storm struck the south Na- 


varro county community just a 
year and two weeks after another 
tornado had swept a wide swath 
through the entire community on 
April 16, 1939, and eventually re- 
sulted in two fatalities, and thou- 
sands of dollars of damage. The 
previous storm struck about day- 
light on a Sunday morning:. 


Watched Storm Cloud 


Richland residents reported the 


storm followed a hard shower and 
a quick shift of the wind to the 
fiouthwest. Other observers 
saw 


the typical 
funnel-shaped 
cloud 


from a distance 
and 
reported 


heavy rains over a wide area. A 
salesman arriving 
in 
Corsicana 


late in the afternoon said he no- 
ticed the peculiarly shaped cloud 
Intermittently all the way from 
Mt, Calm and that he drove in 
a hard rain all the way from that 
point to the outskirts of Corsicana. 
No rain fell in the city proper. 


C. C. 
McClunff 
of Corsicana, 


was at his farm nnd nursery near 
Angus and reported watching the 
tornado and seeing it dip 
once 


briefly. He also reported a heavy 
rain and some hail on his farm, 
but little damage. 


Cecil Fetty of Richlanrt told a 


Daily 
Sun 
representative, 
the 


cloud appeared from the south- 
west, dipped and picked the Mc- 
Neesc home at least forty or fifty 
feet into the air and then deposit- 
ed it in splinters in 
a 
orchard 
yards away. A barn owned by Guy 
Campbell near the McNeese home 
•was demolished. Several chicken- 
houses and other small structures 


-were reported demolished, a num- 
ber of barns were unroofed nnd 
minor damages were suffered by 
residences In the path 
of 
the 


storm. 


The 1940 storm resulted in lit- 


tle damage to electric and com- 
munication systems, while 
last 


year's left service disrupted for 
several hours. 
Fell Apart In Air 


J. G, Madewell, a neighbor of 


the stricken family, reported the 
McNcese house held together as 
It went up into the air but disin- 
ter ated *8 it fell. He also reported 
water swept out of an adjoining 
tank. 


Woodrow McNeese, 20, another 


son of the stricken family, watch- 
ed the storm from a filling station 
on the main highway a few blocks 
away, saw It dip and ran to his 
home to find 
tragedy. 
E. 
F. 


Grimes, station operator, and Pros- 
ley Grimes were in the group with 
young McNeese.. 


Guy Campbell, residing 
across 


the street from 
the demolished 


house, lost a barn and the roof off 
his garage, and also had the un- 
comfortable experience of driving 
along through the country on his 
way home and having the storm 
pass OVCP his head near enough to 
hear the roar. Articles from the 
demolished barn were found later 
spread over a wide area, and a 
saddle was picked up almost a 
quarter of a mile awny. He also 
reported hydrants twisted off two 
water lines at his place. 


Mrs. J. A. Sands, wife of the 


Richland 
school 
superintendent, 


was another eye witness to the 
storm's approach, and took refuge 
with her children as near the floor 
as possible. She reported many 
families in the area lost 
wash 


pots and tubs. 


Three Ambulances Sent 
Three ambulances were dispatch- 


ed to Richland as soon as word 
of the storm was received and 
within a short time 
county officers 
and 


the Texas Highway 
on the scene. 


John C. Wilson of Fort Worth, 


assistant area manager for 
the 


Red Cross, talked by 


Wednesday 
morning 


with Mrs. R. B. Mitchell, secretary 
of the Navarro county Red Cross 
chapter, to secure details of the 
storm. It was Indicated no aid 
would be sent because of the small 
area covered and 
comparatively 
small loss. 


The latest blow at 
Richland 


came just a week before the tenth 
anniversary of the tornado that 


a number of 
members of 
patrol were

destroyed the ma. 
the Frost communi 


or portion of 
.y in the west- 


ern portion of the county and re- 
sulted in nineteen deaths and over 
a hundred injured. The Frost ca- 
tastrophe occurred on May 6, 1930. 


C. A. Steele of Richland, justice 


of the peace, precinct 6, resides 


five or six blocks from the site of 
the McNeese residence. 
Judge Steele was In Corsicana 


Wednesday morning and stated he 
saw the cloud swoop down, while 
at his house, "the leaves on the 
trees did not shake." 


"I did not see the house leave 


the ground as another 
building 


was between me and the McNeese 
home," Judge Steele relatd, "but 
I saw grass and othr things in the 
tornado. It looked like a 
giant 


whirlwind. It ron.rcd out of the 
southwest with plenty of noise." 


The justice said the house was 


carried about 40 feet 
northeast 


and then was dropped on another 
lot. 
He said the Guy 
Campbell 


barn was demolished and the roof 
was taken off the garage and the 
top of the John Sands barn was 
removed. 


"You 
are not figuring on mov- 


ing?" queried a listener of Judge 
Steele. "No, Why?" he shot back 
immediately, and then recalled the 
tornado that caused much damage 
a year and two weeks ago at that 
South Navarro community. 
Carried High In Air 


Dr. O. C. Bowmer of Corsicana, 
Navarro county 
health 
officer, 


wont to Richland soon after the 
tragedy. He reported that a gar- 
age in which a car was stored on 
the McNeese lot was not 
dam- 


aged. "Not as much as a shingle 
hnd been removed," the physician 
said, while a barn on an adjoining 
lot was turned over, and the end 
of a chicken house across the al- 
ley was plucked away. He quoted 
eye-witnesses as estimating 
the 


house was carried intact into the 
air nearly 100 feet and then was 
splintered into kindling as it -was 
dashed to the ground with 
the 


three victims. He reported 
the 


largest single portion of the house 
not splintered was a piece of floor- 
ing about as large as the top of 
three or four desks.
